Date(s): January 05, 2016 and August 17, 2015 

§2.40(b)(3) - Attending veterinarian and adequate veterinary care (dealers and exhibitors). 

Each dealer or exhibitor shall establish and maintain programs of adequate veterinary care that 
include: daily observation of all animals to assess their health and well-being; Provided, however. That daily 
observation of animals may be accomplished by someone other than the attending veterinarian; and 
Provided, further, That a mechanism of direct and frequent communication is required so that timely and 
accurate information on problems of animal health, behavior, and well-being is conveyed to the attending 
veterinarian. 

Date(s): January 05, 2016, August 17, 2015 and January 30, 2015 
§3. 127(b) - Facilities, outdoor. 

Shelter from inclement weather. Natural or artificial shelter appropriate to the local climatic conditions 
for the species concerned shall be provided for all animals kept outdoors to afford them protection and to 
prevent discomfort to such animals. Individual animals shall be acclimated before they are exposed to the 
extremes of the individual climate. 

Date(s): January 05, 2016 and January 30, 2015 

§3.128 - Space requirements. 

Enclosures shall be constructed and maintained so as to provide sufficient space to allow each animal 
to make normal postural and social adjustments with adequate freedom of movement. Inadequate space may 
be indicated by evidence of malnutrition, poor condition, debility, stress, or abnormal behavior patterns. 

§3. 131(c) - Sanitation. 

Housekeeping. Premises (buildings and grounds) shall be kept clean and in good repair in order to 
protect the animals from injury and to facilitate the prescribed husbandry practices set forth in this subpart. 
Accumulations of trash shall be placed in designated areas and cleared as necessary to protect the health of 
the animals. 
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
